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DETAILED ACTION 
Specification 

1 . This application does not contain an abstract of the disclosure as required by 37 
CFR 1.72(b). An abstract on a separate sheet is required. 

Drawings 

2. New corrected drawings are required in this application because the proposed 
drawing of figure 2 (FIG 2) is incomplete and the formal drawings of sheets 4/16 and 
8/16 (see attached copy).

Claim 1 , a strip lighting device comprises a single-piece elongate partially 
translucent housing, which covers LEDs being not visible when not activated and being 
substantially not distinguishable when activated and viewed from outside the housing. 
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Claims 3, 7, 8, 10 -12 and 14-30 are dependent on claim 1 . 
The limitations discussed above are neither disclosed nor suggested by the prior 
art of record.
